Confrontation Shaping 
Over Nixon's Tapes 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The Senate 
Watergate committee has given 
President Nixon “just a very short 
period of time” to reply to its request 
for the presidential tape recordings 
that have become central to the in­ 
vestigation. 
A majority of the seven-member 
committee is on record as favoring a 
subpoena for the tapes if President 
Nixon 
invokes 
the 
doctrine 
of 
executive privilege and refuses to 
surrender them voluntarily. 
At the same time, it was learned that 
special Watergate prosecutor Ar­ 
chibald Cox also plans to ask for the 
tapes. Since Cox is a member of the 


executive branch the separation of 
powers or executive privilege doc­ 
trines presumably might not bar him 
from obtaining the files. 


The President invoked the executive 
privilege doctrine Tuesday in refusing 
to allow members of his Secret Service 
guard to describe the presidential 
listening system to the committee, say 
how the tapes are stored or who has 
access to them. 


And Nixon Press Secretary Ronald 
L. Ziegler told reporters that the taped 
recordings of every conversation the 
President has had in his executive 
offices since the spring of 1971 are con­ 


sidered to be presidential papers, 
which Nixon already has refused to 
send to Capitol Hill. 


The committee voted unanimously 
Tuesday to renew its request for the 
documents and to ask the President to 
supply the tapes of all conversations 
bearing on the Watergate affair 


Later, 
Samuel 
Dash, the 
com­ 
mittee’s chief counsel, told reporters, 
“We’re allowing for just a very short 
time for a reply.” 
Dash and others on the committee 
staff said they hoped for that reply as 
early as today ami by Thursday at the 
latest. 


“There is no argument—either 
constitutional or legal— that entitles 
the White House to withhold this 
evidence,’’ said Sen. Lowell P. 
Weicker Jr., RConn., after Tuesday’s 
session. 


“Claiming executive privilege or the 
separation of powers doctrine in 
relation to these tapes gives them a 
dignity they don’t deserve,” Weicker 
said.

Watergate Testimony Continues

Council Legislation Paves 
Way For Sewer Plant Start 


Circleville City Council Tuesday 
approved two ordinances paving the 
way for construction of the proposed 
sewerage treatment plant.

House OKs $328.5 Million Capital Improvements Bill 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - The Ohio 
House has passed a $328.5 million 
capital improvements bdl that touched 
off traditional charges of “pork bar­ 
relling” in the lower chamber. 
It went to the Senate Tuesday night 
on an 85-6 vote after more than an 
hour’s debate on floor amendments. 
Only three were approved, and one of 
those was not substantive. 
Rep. Robert E. Levitt, R-70 Canton, 
helped lend floor approval of an 
amendment that took $1.4 million 
away from a $3.6 million appropriation 
for the Lima branch of Ohio State 
University and gave it to the Geauga 
County 
branch 
of 
Kent 
State 
University. 
Later, Levitt stood to speak against 
another amendment that 
would 
provide $2 million for a performing 
arts center at Central State Univer­ 
sity. “The level of pork has reached a 
new high in Ohio,” Levitt charged. 
Rep. Donald J. Pease, D-54 Oberlin, 
challenged the Canton Republican. 
Referring to the amendment that 
helped Levitt’s northeast Ohio district, 
Pease said he was “disappointed” that 
Levitt complained about pork “when 
he just received his share about five 
minutes ago.” The Central State 
amendment was approved 76-13. 


After several other unsuccessful 
amendments, Rep. Walter D. Mc- 
Claskey, R-86 Marion, a freshman 
member, brought a roar of laughter 
from the House when he said, “this is 
my first brush with a capital im­ 
provements bill. I feel like a June bride 
on her wedding night.” McClaskey 
offered no amendments however. 
The appropriations are as follows:

Resources appropriation includes $7.6 
million for statewide projects, in­ 
cluding land acquisition, fisheries, and 
fishing facilities. About $400,000 would 
go for IOO boat docks at Mosquito 
Reservoir.

The bill appropriates $1 million for a 
universities transportation research 
and graduate center at the Trans­ 
portation Research Center of Ohio 
near Marysville.

Now that Communists are ac­ 
ceptable socially, at least inter­ 
nationally, do you look under your bed 
at night for something else to be afraid 
of like, say, muggers? 
Can you remember the exact year 
and place that you last saw a live 
bluebird? 
If you had an apartment overlooking 
the patio of a friend and peeked down 
one afternoon and saw your friend’s 
wife welcoming erotic advances from 
a strange man, would you (I) spray the 
couple below with a kettle of cold 
water; (2) phone your friend at his 
office; (3) call the police emergency 


and report a theft in progress, or (4) 
just keep right on peeking? 
Suppose you had to borrow $250 in a 
hurry. Could you get it from a friend, 
or would you have to go to a loan 
company? 
If the FBI or any other investigative 
agency checked three of your neigh­ 
bors about your character, how many 
of those neighbors do you suppose 
would report the incident to you?

Government spending ahead of the 
increase in revenues.”

ways, 
before 
I 
would put any tax on them, and then I 
would put a tax on what they make 
after that.” 
This sort of voice was lost out of the 
White House when Roger Freeman, 
now senior fellow at the Hoover In­ 
stitution, quit as a Nixon aide because 
his independence was incompatible 
with 
the 
Haldeman-Ehrlichman 
Prussianization of the place. Freeman 
has published an excellent booklet 
called “Tax Loopholes: The Legend 
and the Reality.” He does not regard 
capital gains, mineral depletion, home 
owner’s interest and other allowances 
as sacrosanct, but he makes the very 
good point that they have been in the 
public interest. It has been the 
loopholes that keep the system going, 
providing new fuel for our cars, ores 
for industry, capital for building 
programs, and roofs over our heads. 
If Mills is no longer there to hold the 
Congressional pass as head of the 
influential Ways and Means Com­ 
mittee, someone will have to step into 
the breach. The newly formed 
American Council on Capital Gains 
and Estate Taxation, whose credo is 
that “liberalization of the tax law on 
capital gains is desirable if this 
country is even to begin to meet the 
enormous investment requirements to 
maintain economic growth,” will have 
its work cut out for it in finding 
someone with the understanding of a 
Wiblur Mills to present its position. 
The council correctly points out that 
our big competitors, Japan and West 
Germany, have no capital gains tax is 
all. Only Britian has a higher capital 
gains tax rate than the U.S., and just 
look at the sluggishness of the British 
economy. It couldn't be worse.

Speaking Of Your Health

I purchased a new automobile and, 
after driving it for about a week, I 
developed excruciating pain running 
down my leg. 
- Can there be something wrong with 
the way the seat is constructed? 
Now I find I can’t even drive another 
car that I borrowed .. I get the same 
pain. 
Dear Mr. K: The description of your 
pain highly resembles that of sciatica, 
an inflammation or irritation of the 
sciatic nerve. 
This nerve is the largest nerve in the 
body. It extends from the lower spine 
and runs down the thigh before it 
divides into a number of branches. 
Some type of injury is considered to be 
the chief cause of this painful con­ 
dition. 
A poor constructed automobile seat 
can very well be responsible for in­ 
juring, compressing or pulling on the 
sciatic nerve. 
Many people who describe the pain 
will say that sharp, shooting and 
gnawing pains extend from the but­ 
tocks down the back of the thigh, to the 
leg, and to the ankle. 
There is a temptation for you to 
identify the onset of sciatica with your 
new car. Everyone likes to find a 
reason for an illness of any kind. 
People with an upset stomach try 
immediately to pinpoint the food 
responsible for it. 
When we catch a cold, we quickly 
remember where we were in a draft or 


when someone next to us in the bus 
sneezed. 
It may very well be that the new seat 
triggered off an attack of sciatica, but 
it is essential that you have a thorough 
investigation for other possible causes. 
It is well known that sciatica may be 
the result of infection or arthritis of the 
lower spine. The rupture of a disk 
could also be responsible. 
Some general medical conditions are 
sometimes complicated by sciatica 
without any history of injury. 
A general physical and neurological 
condition may pinpoint the real reason 
for sciatica, assuming it does exist in 
your case.

condition that already is present.

Dear Mrs. L: 
This skin condition is caused by a 
tiny insect or parasite, the sarcoptes 
scabiei. It is highly contagious and 
readily transmitted from one person to 
another. For this reason it is im­ 
perative that the school authorities be 
notified immediately if scabies has 
been diagnosed. In this way the other 
children can be isolated and protected. 
The condition is controlled by sulphur 
ointment and other drugs. If the

CANTON, Ohio (AP) - Sugardale 
Foods, Inc., said 189 workers have 
been laid off because of elimination of 
pork lines at the company’s slaugh­ 
terhouse. 
Sugardale is one of several northern 
Ohio meat processors, slaughterers 
and butchers hit by a pork shortage. 
Blaming the situation on price 
ceilings, David Lavin, chairman and 
chief executive of Sugardale, said 
Phase 4 economic regulations must be 
announced quickly to avoid “further 
chaos and panic in the livestock in­ 
dustry.” 
The Sugardale layoffs hit nearly one- 
fifth of the firm’s 975 employes. The 
pork slaughter line was eliminated 
Friday, and a company spokesman 
said pork was being purchased from 
other processors to supply Sugardale 
customers. 
Lavin said farmers are withholding 
livestock from the market pending 
word on Phase 4 of President Nixon’s 
economic controls.

Savings institutions began to look like 
catalog stores, offering furs, trips and 
assorted household hardware. 
In some communities, competition 
seemed to depend on who offered the 
biggest premium, and it was rare in 
some neighborhood for a new outlet to 
open without creating a carnival to 
lure dpeositors from other banks. 
But now, just as supermarkets were 
forced to return competition from 
sweepstakes and stamps to prices, the 
banks also seem destined to return at 
least part way to more serious, more 
realistic competition. 
One provision of the new regulations 
is that banks and thrift institutions can 
offer a savings certificate of $1,000 
with no interest ceiling at all if left to 
maturity in four years. 
Seldom have saving institutions been 
given such an unfettered opportunity 
to compete for dollars. And knowing 
this, many savers will be unwilling to 
accept transistor radios in lieu of 
higher yields. 
One innovation, already introduced 
by First Pennsylvania Banking ic 
Trust Co., would guarantee 7.5 per 
cent, plus a cost of living bonus, on 
four-year certificates. The smallest 
certificate js $1,000. 
The inflation bonus will be paid each 
year at the rate of V« per cent interest 
for every I per cent increase in the 
consumer price index. A $4 per cent 
rise in the index means a I per cent 
higher interest payment. 


Deny LBJ Taped Conversations 


WASHINGTON (A P) — The Secret 
Service and old White House friends of 
Lyndon B. Johnson have disputed 
claims by the Nixon administration 
that L B J used secret tape recorders in 
his official duties. 
Both groups say the Nixon ad­ 
ministration simply got its wires 
crossed Monday when it tried to lay at 
Johnson’s feet the precedent for the 
wholesale and surreptitious taping of 
presidential conversations. 
The exchanges were triggered by the 
surprise testimony before the Senate 
Watergate committee of former Nixon 
aide Alexander P. Butterfield. He 
disclosed that since early 1971, vir­ 
tually all of Nixon’s White House calls, 
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as well as face-to-face conversations. 
were recorded autom atically—and 
without warning to the other party. 
Thanks to the complicated electronic 
gadgetry controlled by the Secret 
Service even the President’s con­ 
versations in his Executive Office 
Building hideaway and the retreat at 
Camp David, Md., were monitored, 
“for historical purposes,” Butterfield 
said. 
The 
Secret 
Service 
quickly 
acknowledged that it had installed and 
operates the network. Another con­ 
firmation came from presidential 
counsel J. Fred Buzhardt, who added: 
‘‘This system ... is similar to that 
employed by the last administration.”

Price Freeze 
Hurts Packers 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (A P )- Ohio 
meat processors say President Nixon’s 
freeze on food prices is leaving them 
out in the cold. 


“The more we slaughter, the more 
we lase. Ifs a hell of a situation to be 
in,” said Ed Wilke, president of the 
Ohio Packing Co. of Columbus 


“ Our price ceilings are too low for 
what we have to pay for raw materials. 
We didn’t slaughter a hoof most of last 
week. We’re just doing enough to try to 
keep our people.” 
Jack Waldock, president of the 
Collins Packing Co. of Greenfield, 
blamed the farmers for the short 
supplies and high prices consumers 
face. 
‘‘We 
think 
the 
farmers 
are 
withholding livestock from the market 
because of the government’s in­ 
decision over what to do about its 
disasterous price freeze. The farmers 
think the government may lift the 
freeze any minute, and then they’ll be 
able to ask even higher prices for their 
stock,” Waldock said. 
Slaughter was off 17 per cent instead 
of up 2 per cent as it should have been, 
Waldock added. He said the company 
would have to begin laying employes 
off if the trend continued. 
The Collins Co. serves wholesalers in 
Ohio and the eastern U.S., grossing 
about $75 million in annual sales, he 
said. 
“ We are in the process of phasing out 
our plant at Bloomington, IU.,” said 
John Richardson, president of the 
Sugarcreek Packing Co. of Washington 
Court House. 
“Slicing at our Ohio plant will end 
this Friday unless something happens 
to permit us to buy raw materials and 
pass them along to our customers 
without taking a loss. 
“ We have not laid off anyone in Ohio, 
yet, but we are shortening orders and 
working minimum guaranteed hours, 
hoping to weather the storm until the 
government makes a decision on 
Phase 4.” 
Richardson said he told the Cost of 
living Council in Washington two 
weeks ago that since his company 
specializes in sliced bacon, it can 
market the product from 4 to 20 cents 
cheaper than the national brands.

In some modern minds, the legen­ 
dary Confucian advice to “see no evil, 
hear no evil, speak no evil” has been 
translated into one simple rule: “Don’t 
get involved,” Do nothing, says this 
rule, and you won’t get into trouble. 
To a considerable degree, do-nothiag 
has 
been 
sanctioned 
by 
the 
common law Traditionally we have 
been reluctant to impose any legal 
penalty for the mere failure to be 
helpful. 
For example, courts have turned 
down damage claims against the 
following individuals: 
(1) a man who watched impassively 
while a young woman drowned, even 
though he could easily have gone to her 
aid; 
(2) a man called no warning to a 
neighbor’s child whom he saw ham­ 
mering on a tube of gunpowder; 
(3) a man failed to remove a rock 
from the roadway, even though he 
knew it was a menace to traffic. 
In each case the moral duty was 
plain enough. But the courts all agreed 
that moral duties were a matter of 
conscience, not law. 


In recent years, however, the law 
has been requiring people to lend a 
hand in an increasing number of 
situations - notably, when there is a 
special relationship between the 
parties. 
Thus, courts have imposed an af­ 
firmative duty on a host toward his 
guest, on a store toward a patron, on a 
hotel toward its patron, on a railroad 
toward its passengers. 
Legislators, too, may create a duty 
to act in specific circumstances. Under 
hit-and-run statutes, for instance, a 
motorist may be required to give aid to 
accident victims regardless of whether 
he was legally to blame for the Ac­ 
cident. 
This kind of responsibility is based 
neither on fault nor on any special 
relationship. Rather, it is based on a 
humanitarian feeling that when the 
moral duty is so clear, the law ought to 
put muscle behind it.

Just before the July Fourth recess, 
Congress approved a 5.6 per cent in­ 
crease in Social Security benefits 
effective the month of June 1974. This 
increase is a full six months ahead of 
the first scheduled automatic increase 
adjustment which Congress provided 
for last year. 
The reason for the early increase is 
that pcices rose so rapidly this year — 
much faster than anticipated when 
Congress first approved the automatic 
cost-of-living increase schedule for 
Social Security benefits. With prices 
jumping a full 5.6 per cent, it became 
obvious that those living on fixed in­ 
comes, particularly those depending 
on their Social Security benefits, would 
be extremely hard pressed to make 
ends meet until the first regularly 
scheduled increase was made. 
Essentially, this latest legislation 
allows 
the 
Social 
Security 
beneficiaries to receive a portion of 
this first automatic benefit increase in 
their checks for June of next year. In 
addition, 
this 
newly 
approved 
legislation raises the maximum a 
Social Security recipient can earn 
without loss of benefits from $2,100 a 
year to $2,400, effective January I, 
1974. TTiis change in the retirement test 
will provide for Additional benefits of 
$200 million for 1974 for approximately 
one^and-a-half-million beneficiaries. 
The law also increases the Social 
Security taxable wage base to $12,600 
next January I to help pay for the new 
benefits, thus boosting the maximum 
tax in 1974 from $702 to $738. Finally, 
the new law raises the Federal welfare 
guarantees for the aged, blind and 
disabled from $130 to $140 a month for 
single persons and from $195 a month 
to $210 for couples, effective next July 
I, and requires the states to make up 
the difference if their welfare 


payments are higher than the Federal 
guarantees. 
With all of these changes, the 
average monthly Social Security 
pensions will go up from $161 to $170 for 
an individual and from $277 to $293 for 
a couple. 
During the debate in the House on 
these increases, however, the question 
of how this Social Security raise would 
affect beneficiaries also receiving 
veterans' pensions was discussed at 
length. I .ast year, with the 20 per cent 
Social Security increase, many such 
individuals either lost their veterans’ 
pensions altogether or saw them 
reduced because their Social Security 
benefits were included in the VA in­ 
come limitation category. This is a 
matter over which I am deeply con­ 
cerned and I 
have 
introduced 
legislation to correct the problem. 
Members of the Veterans Affairs 
Committee, which deals with this 
matter, explained that they are now in 
the process of investigating ways to 
alleviate this situation, and it is 
possible that by next year remedial 
legislation could be enacted to protect 
veterans’ pensions inadvertently 
lowered by Social Security increases. 
It is important to note, however, that 
the new 5.6 per cent Social Security 
increase would not become effective 
until June 1,1974. Under the veterans’ 
law, because of the end-of-the-year 
rule, no pensioner under the VA 
programs would be required to report 
or count the additional Social Security 
increase 
until 
January 
1975. 
Therefore, even though the Social 
Security recipients would begin to 
receive their increased benefits on 
July 3, 1974, their VA pensions would 
not be affected by the increase until 
the following January.

Saxbe Says Energy Crisis M a y Bring Future Rationing 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (A P )- Sen. 
William Saxbe, R-Ohio, said Monday 
the energy crisis will be with us a long 
time and some rationing may be 
necessary in the future. 
“The shortage is going to continue 
for some years,” Saxbe told the 
Columbus Rotary Club. “We have 
known for a long time that we were 
using 30 per cent of the energy the 


world produces and not producing the 
energy we use.” 
To ease the crisis, Saxbe advocated 
construction of the Alaskan pipeline, 
expansion of nuclear power resources, 
and a cut in uses of energy by con­ 
sumers. 
“There may have to be some 
rationing, but I’m not sure,” he said. 
In a talk ranging over a number of 


topics, Saxbe 
said 
the 
Senate 
Watergate hearings are hurting the 
economy and m orale of the nation. The 
m atter now should be resolved 
“through the judicial process,” he 
said. 
"I just wish they would wind it up 
and turn it over to the special 
prosecutor,” he added. 
Saxbe announced he is cosponsoring 


a bill to increase the power of Congress 
in dealing with the executive branch on 
budget and fiscal affairs. 
He said the bill would provide 
Congress with budget data “that now 
is available to the executive branch” 
and allow greater amount of par­ 
ticipation in the budget process

WASHINGTON (AP) — Agriculture 
Secretary Earl L. Butz’s new special 
assistant for consumer affairs has 
reacted to the highest consumer food 
prices in 20 years by reordering her 
priorities in the grocery store. 
Nancy H. Steorts, 36, said in an in­ 
terview after her appointment was 
announced Monday that she is ‘‘put­ 
ting my emphasis now on the quality 
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foods” when shopping for herself, her 
department-store-executive 
husband 
and their 10-year-old daughter. 
More of her grocery bill goes to 
‘‘good meat and good produce ... 
rather than our convenience foods, 
snacks and things like that.” 
Mrs. Steorts, who lives in suburban 
Sumner, Md., comes to the consumer- 
affairs post — which pays $23,088 a 


year — with a background in retail 
merchandizing, fashions and public 
relations. 
Mrs. Steorts, a 1959 graduate of 
Syracuse University in her home town, 
said she doesn’t agree that consumers 
are to blame for high prices. But she 
did emphasize her view of an urgent 
“need to communicate better with the 
consumer.” 


Personally, she said, “I am not one 
that would have participated” in the 
meat boycott this spring.

For Delta Queen Riverboat 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The Coast 
Guard calls it a fire risk and wants it 
hauled out of the water, but if the 
House has its way the paddlewheeler 
Delta Queen will sail the nation’s riv­ 
ers for at least another five years. 


Responding to “an outpouring of 
emotion” from riverboat lovers, the 
House has approved a five-year 
exemption from the Marine Safety 
Law for the mostly wooden steamboat. 
Plan Challenge 
Against Fees 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — State 
Rep. Mike Stinziano says he will ap­ 
pear before the Board of Regents at its 
meeting Aug. 17 to protest new in-state 
residency rules which “discriminate 
against students who are registered 
voters in Ohio.” 
Stinziano, whose Columbus district 
includes the Ohio State University 
area, said the rules, requiring ad­ 
ditional fees for out-of-state students, 
are in violation of a recent U.S. 
Supreme Court ruling. 
The rules, scheduled to take effect 
Sept. I, generally state that students 
coming into Ohio for an education will 
be considered non-residents and must 
pay an out-of-state surcharge. 


“She should be allowed to continue to 
ply the inland rivers of the United 
States because of her great historic 
and cultural value,” says the House 
Merchant Marine and Fisheries 
Committee in recommending the 
exemption for the second time in 
nearly three years. 
Plying the Ohio, Tennessee and 
Mississippi rivers, the Delta Queen 
makes port calls in 17 states, carrying 
about 90 per cent of its capacity of 180 
passengers. 
The committee observes that "few 
other subjects in the last several years 
have brought forth a stream of letters 
and outpouring of emotion as has this 
particular matter.” 
Rep. Henry P. Smith III, RN. Y., 
doesn’t share his colleagues’ en­ 
thusiasm. "If a terrible tragedy should 
happen with this wooden ship the 
blame would be on Congress,” he 
warns. 
William Muster, president of Green 
line Steamers, Inc., which owns the 
steam er, has testified 
that 
no 
passenger has been killed in the 
company’s 83-year-old history. He 
says all the Queen’s storerooms have 
been fireproofed, an automatic fire 
system installed and bulkheads and 
overheads sprayed with fire retarding 
solutions. 
The House bill, approved Tuesday by 
a voice vote, now goes to the Senate.

"It seems impersonal to call it that,” 
said John McKay, executive vice 
president of Jeffboat Inc. “We would 
like to see a name for it, maybe some­ 
where in the mid spring of 1975 when 
she’s due to go into service. Delta 
Queen II is just the name we gave it. 
"The point is that when you mention 
Delta Queen, everybody knows what 
you’re talking about. They might have 
some kind of contest for the public to 
choose a name for it.” 
McKay said the steamboat is now in 
the engineering and designing stage. 
Sometime in August, “we plan to lay 
the keel,” he added. 
The new, $15 million steamboat will 
include a large promenade, swimming 
pool on the top deck, air conditioning, a 
motion picture theater and two 
passenger elevators. 
With a length of 387 feet, the new ship 
will be about IOO feet longer than the 
current Queen and will follow the route 
the other Queen navigates, along the 
Ohio and Mississippi rivers. 
McKay said that 400 to 500 persons 
can be accommodated on the new ship 
which, he said, will be a true steam­ 
boat with a steam engine and a real 
paddle wheel. The new vessel will 
probably have a band for overnight 
passengers. 
One of the reasons the current Delta 
Queen is so popular, McKay feels, is 
her route through the heartland of 
America. 
"There’s so much to be seen in our 
country,” McKay said, "the leisure 
time business is getting bigger and 
bigger and she (the Delta Queen) goes 
right through the heart of America. 
There’s just so much heritage.” 
McKay said he hopes good weather 
prevails while work progresses on the 


new steamboat. 
“We don’t have a building that would 
be that high to take care of all the 
equipment, with cranes that would 
have to lift tremendous pieces of 
steel.” 
The new steamboat will meet the 
requirements of the federal Safety at 
Sea I^w, which stipulates all steel 
construction for passenger vessels that 
carry 50 persons in overnight service. 
The current Queen does not meet those 


standards because part of her wooden 
superstructure. 
Three acts of Congress, though, have 
kept the Queen exempt from the law 
since its adoption in 1966. 
William Muster, president of Greene 
Line Steamers of Cincinnati, owners of 
the current Delta Queen, said the new 
vessel will not be a replacement for the 
Delta Queen, but is the first of a new 
fleet to expand and develop recreation 
travel in America’s rivers.

—Know the exact temperature and 
humidity. Muiphy suggested buying a
